Often the same seed has been used for 
years upon the same farm and no special 
care taken to improve tbe seed until it 
produces a long slender ear, with short 
kernels, poorly filled out at both ends, 
space enough between the rows to lay a 
grain of wheat, and deficient in all those 
properties which make corn valuable for 
feed or for making into oil, starch or 
rugar. And the same farmer who te 
using this poor wornout seed is a 
breeder of IhorougUbred 
live stock, 


using Lotting but the very test blood, 
and exchanging with his friends and 
neighbors every year or two! I believe 
It Is Just as important to use "thorough- 
bred" corn as to use thoroughbred stock, 


" Some one may ask how shall we gat 
this pure-bred com and bow keep It? 
First, attend your annual county Fann- 
ers' institute and secure some of the 
best corn shown—it only a half-bushel. 
Select a field on your own farm with 
rows running east and west, commence 
planting on the south side, providing 
there is no corn field adjoining, and 
plant your thoroughbred corn. As the 
prevailing winds are from the south and 
drive the pollen northward, you will 
thus keep It from mixing with other 
corn, and In the fall, by selecting noth- 
ing but tbe best that grows upon these 
rows, you will soon have fine seed corn. 


The second object of the association is 


to educate the corn-grower to the Im- 
portance of knowing the cost of pro- 
ducing a bushel of corn. How can a bus- 
iness man know at what price to sell an 
article without knowing the cost of pro- 
ducing that article? This question ot 
the cost ot producing a bushel of corn 
has been so badly misrepresented In the 
past two or three years that we think 
It about time the corn growers were 
heard from direct. It Is the true busi- 
ness policy for corn growers to place 
their product upon the market at just 
as low a price as possible, for just as 
soon as the price of any article goes too 
far above the cost of production the 
consumer begins to economize in the use 
of that article and we kill the demand. 
What,we want then, is to know Just 
what it costs to produce corn on the 
average, in order that we may bold our 
corn until we can sell at the proper price.

Mixed Ratten*. 


As soon as the stock is put upon full 


dry feed it becomes more necessary to 
supply a good variety. So long as they 
can have tbe run of a pasture or the 
stalk fields they will pick up more or less 
feed that will add to the variety. But 
when it becomes necessary to depend up- 
on what is supplied 1.0 them, a. variety, 
as a matter of thrift and economy, be- 
comes essential. 


Oa the average farm, where a variety 


of crops are grown and different kinds 
ot stock are kept, it is comparatively 
easy to supply a good variety. 
But 


'rather than compel stock to feed on 
corn and hay alone all through tbe win- 
ter It will be better to purchase some 
bran, ship stuff and oil meal to use In 
connection with corn. This is especial- 
ly true of all animals, even with those 
that are being fattened for market, but 
rather more so with those kept for 
growth. 


If this grain Is ground before feeding 


a better opportunity is afforded of mak- 
ing up complete rations than when the 
grain is fed whole. 


With the dairy cows and young grow- 


ing stock grinding the grain not only 
affords a better opportunity of sapplyins 
a variety, but the ration is supplied In a 
form that the stock can make the most 
out of It There Is less waste than in 
feeding whole. With corn fodder,^ hay, 
straw and uninrssued o»i» » «oou »»- 
riety of roughness can be supplied, 
while with corn, oats, bran, strip stuff 
and oil meal a variety of grain may be 
given.

NEWGATE'S WALLS TO FALL. 


London's Famous and Historic Prison to Be 


Razed in Satisfaction of the Demands 


of Modern Progress. 


Newgate, London's ancient prison, 


as historic- aa the Basiile. is about to 
be destroyed to make way for modern 
improvements. It has not been used 
since Dec, 31. 1881, except for the de- 
tention of prisoners awaiting trial or 
execution, but now it is to be entirely 
'removed. 


One of the oldest buildings in the 


City of London and one around whiob 
cluster many memories—most of them 
grewsome—it Is visited by nearly every 
American who goes to London. How 
old it is no one knows. It was used as 
a prison in 1188; for it is so named in 
the records of those times. It probably 
antedates that period by several hun- 
dred years and there is good reason 
to believe that it has lived for a thou- 
sand years, while hundreds ot thou- 
sands of prisoners have been executed 
there. During this time it has been 
rebuilt often and continued additions 
have been made. In recent time it 
was rebuilt after a fire in 1556 and 
again about 1630. Destroyed in ta* 
great fire that followed the terrible 
plague of 1665, it was again rebuilt 
and there have been so many restora- 
tions since that it has been practically 
entirely renewed several times^in the 
same way that the man who breaks 
first the blade and then the handle of 
his knife has the same knife after fre- 
quent renewals. 


The mere catalogue of the criminals 


who have been executed at Newgate 
would fill a volume the size of an. un- 
abridged dictionary. Thousands of 
famous malefactors have been exe- 
cuted there. Aside from those like 
Captain Macheath, Dick Turpln and 
Jack Sheppard, criminals, but popular 
heroes, others have been confined .there 
who are not remembered for their 
.crimes alone. These include William 
Penn, the founder of Pennsylvania; 
Sir Robert Wright, the lord chief jus- 
tice who tried the seven bishops; De- 
foe, the author of "Robinson Cruscoe," 
and Ellwood, Milton's friend. 


Newgate's old walls could tell a story 


fered unspeakable torments. Burnings 
at tbe stake were common. 


The eighteenth century saw but 


slight improvement in the punish- 
ments. Branding and mutilation were 
common, and aside from murder w 
theft, political prisoners were cruelly 
used. Wilkes and Defoe were among 
those who stood in the Newgate pil- 
lory. Little more than a •hundred years 
ago women were publicly whipped at 
the whipping post or at any cart's tall. 
The fierce statutes of Henry VTCI. and 
Elizabeth made no distinction of sei, 
and their ferocious provisions that of-

fenders "should be stripped naked from 
the middle upwards and whipped till 
the body should be bloody" long contin- 
ued in force. Men with their wives and 
children were flogged publicly, and 
sometimes by order of the clergy, who 
believed it was for their moral good. 


As late as 1723 torture was used at 


Newgate. Stringing up by the thumbs, 
which survived long after in the army, 
was quite a usual proceeding. More 
terrible was the press. An accused 
..person who persistently remained mute

floor. 


Tbe gaJJows iii those days were a 


simple affair. The condemned stood <JB 
a can and his head was fastened IB tlte 
noose. Tins can was then driven away 
and he was left to die. Sometimes tbe 
bungling executioner did not kill his 
mau at once, and frightful scenes were 
enacted at the foot of lie scaffold. 
Often the man would not be strangled, 
and the executioner would catch bold 
of the rope and add his weight The 
death was always slow, but this de- 
lighted tbe crowd which attended. 


Executions were public until 1SGS, 


and were made a holiday. The rope 
broke sometimes. One case is that of 
Charles White, executed In 1?23 for 
arson, of which Griffiths tells in his 
history of Newgate. White 
fought 


with the executioners before he was 
placed on tbe gallows, and afterwards 
the wretched man wrenched his hands 
free from the binding cords and seized 
the rope to prevent strangulation. The 
convict w»s half on the platform and 
•half banging, the convulsions of his 
body being appalling. The executioner 
prodded the victim and drove him from 
the platform. His face was visible to 
the crowd, as be had torn the cap from 
it, and it was fearful to behold: His 
death was nut compassed until the ex- 
ecutioner terminated his sufferings by 
hanging on to bis legs. 


Pepys, who supplies the lack of mod- 


ern newspapers in that day, gives a 
detailed account.of the way.In., which 
tbe extreme penalty of the law was 
carried out in 1662. It was tbe execu- 
tion of John Turner. Turner was 
drawn in a cart from Newgate at 11 
in the morning. Standing in the cart 
•be gave the crowd an address of great 
length, lasting over an hour. Then te 
prayed for an hour more aloud and dis- 
tributed his money among the mob, 
which fought for it both as charity^and 
as souvenirs. At last he directed^ the 
executioner to take the halter off his 
shculders, and afterwards, taking it 
in his hands, he kissed it and put It on 
his neck himself; then he had fitted 
the cap and put it on. The executioner 
fastened Us nooae, and as he kissed 
his hand to a pretty woman who 
smiled at him, he was hanged.. Pepys 
says there were 12,000 or 14,000 people 
in the street watching the affair.

of many horrors enacted beneath them. 
The end of Newgate marks a reforma- 
tion change in the methods of treat- 
ment of the condemned. Yet it is only 
in 1868, thirty years ago, that the hid- 
eous Journey to Tyburn was abolished 
and an execution ceased to be a pub- 
lic holiday. 


Executions were fewer lu number in 


the latter days. This is not wholly due 
to the improvement in the morals of 
mankind, for in the olden times the 
theft of a loaf of bread or the snaring 
of a hare on a game preserve was pun- 
ished with death. Historians say that 
during the reign of Henry VIII. 72,000 
executions took place. Sir Thomas 
Moore In his "Utopia" declares that 
twenty thieves might be seen hanging 
from s, sinslo s'.bbst,; sad biasings 
were almost a daily occurrence. 


Conviction ot criminals was easy in 


those days. Torture was used to in- 
duce the prisoners to confess, and It 
was the especial delight of Henry VIIL 
to apply torture to those who differed 
•from him in religious belief. Henry 
was vain ot iiiS ijOminicwi powers, «itu 
by their aid, with the assistance of the 
torture, he convinced many men and 
women of the erroneousness of their 
religious views. Porter, one popular 
preacher, was fettered in Iron and 
hanged in an iron-spiked collar from 
the wsil of a cell. Failing to recant, 
Porter remained, there eight days, un- 
til he died. Men nnd women, stripped 
te the Bkl!»i W«T» put «po« the rack 
until the bones and joints wen torn 
asunder. 
. 


Another meant of extorting confes- 


sion in those days was the boot. The 
legs of the Victim were fastened In an 
Iron-spiked apparatus and a wedge 
Driven between the legs, forcing the

was solemnly warned three times of 
the pfenaUy for obstinacy and given a 
few hours for consideration. If the 
prisoner remained contumacious the 
following sentence was passed upon 
him or her: 


"That you be taken back to the 


prison whence you came, to a low dun- 
geon -which no light caa enter; that 
you be laid on your back on the bare 
floor, with a cloth around your loins, 
but elsewhere naked; that there be 
set upon your body a weight of iron aa 
great" as you can bear—and greater;

that you have no sustenance save upon 
the first day three morsels of . the 
cezrsest brsad, on the second day thrw 
drafts of stagnant water from the pool 
nearest the prison door, on the third 
day again three morsels ot bread, and 
snob water alternately from day to day 
until fOB die."

sion. of festivity in later days when 
they became less common. The gov- 
ernor of Newgate would give a. break- 
fast to twelve or fourteen "persons Of 
quality," his daughter or wife doing 
the honors. Then all would adjourn to 
witness the affair. People of fashion 
would pay as much as £5 for a good 
vantage point >& & window opposite, 
and would spend the night there to see 
the affair. The common people would 
begin to fill the streets in front of the 
prison sometimes twenty-four hours 
before the event, that they might have 
a good sight. Fathers would take 
their whole families to see the >heag- 
ing, and that was only a hundred years 
ago. 


When the time came for the affair, 


dense crowds tsrongeu Cue approaches 
to Newgate. It was a ribald, reckless, 
brutal mob, violently combative, fight- 
ing for the foremost places, fiercely ag- 
gressive, and distinctly abusive. Spec- 
tators often bad their limbs broken 
and their teeth knocked out Burton

country, Thibet has remained isolated 
from the world longer and more com- 
pletely than any other region In Asia. 
Nevertheless, from tbe fourteenth cen- 
tury onwards explorers havs entered 
and crossed the country. A few have 
even penetrated to Lhasa, including 
one Manning, in 1811. But since two 
French missionaries, got there in 1845 
foreign feet haveTiot entered the cap- 
ital of Thibet: The practical reason 
why, which is the outcome Of the causes 
just mentioned, will be found in Henry 
Savage Landor's account of his recep- 
tion by the Lamas and the tortures he 
endured at their hands. 


When the first accounts of his suf- 


ferings reached -England, there was a 
not unnatural disposition to regard 
them as "travelers' tales," but Mr. 
Landor has, very properly, appended 
to his own statement the official docu- 
ments of the' government inquiry into 
his case, documents which completely 
establish the trutn of tbe tale of tbe 
terrible-cruelty to which his character- 
istically British love of adventure ex- 
posed him. 


Mr. Landor arrived in India in April, 


1896, and made his first attempt to en- 
ter-Thibet towards the end of May, 
But the Forbidden Land was equal to 
its reputation; the Thibetan authori- 
ties prevented him from entering the 
country by the Lippu Lek Pass—the 
easiest route—and it was only in the 
middle of July that he entered Thibet 
by the Lumpia Pass, was again turned 
back, but ultimately succeeded in get- 
ting across the mountains to Mansaro- 
war. Soon after _:that his followers, 
originally thirty in number, were re- 
duced to two, the rest having gradually 
come to the conclusion that the air of 
Thibet was not healthy for foreigners. 
Before that, however, Mr. Landor had 
been rewarded for his trouble in get- 
ting across the frontier by the savage 
grandeur of the Thibetan scenery. Tne 
"natural castle" is a good example of 
the physical chavaeter of that wild and 
rugged land. It was, he says, only with 
the aid of a telescope that he was able 
to make out that tie supposed castle 
was nothing but a -work of nature. 


Finding himself left with only two 


attendants, Mr. Landor was at the mer- 
cy of the natives. He was engaged in 
buying a borse at a place called Tuck- 
er when he and his servants, Chan- 
den Sing and Man Sing, were treach- 
erously attacked by an cvsrwhehsin; 
force of Thibetans, thrown down, beat- 
en, kicked, and finally led off, tightly 


iron spikes stuck out horizontaly. As 
I sat on this implement of torture, the 
spikes caught me in the small of the 
back. My guard having been augment- 
ed by twenty or thirty mounted men 
with muskets and swords, we set off 
ul a furious pace. A horseman riding 
in front of me led my pony by means 
of a cord, as my bands were manacled 
behind my back, and thus we traveled 
across country for miles. But for those 
awful spikes in the saddle the ride 
would not have been so very bad, for 
the pony I rode was a fine, spirited an- 
imal, and the country around was cu- 
rious and interesting: 


"As we rode I was shot at from be- 


hind. The bullet narrowly-missed me 
whizzing past my left ear. Probablj 
the speed at which my animal was pro- 
ceeding saved me, as the marksman 
eonld not take a very steady aim, but 
my pony, startled at tSe sudden report 
of the matchlock at such close quarters 
(not more than four yards), took 
fright, and began, rearing and plung- 
ing. I managed to maintain' my seat 
though the spikes in the saddle were 
lacerating the lower pan of my spine 
horribly. Nor was this all. 


"Then In order to accelerate 
our 


speed, a horseman rode by my side 
lashing my pony to make it go its 
hardest. Meanwhile the horseman wno 
held the cord did* his utmost to pull me 
out of the saddle, no doubt in tbe hope 
of seeing me trampled to death by the 
cohort behind" me. As 1- leaned my body 
forward so as to maintain my seat, and 
with my arms pulled violently back- 
wards by the rope, the flesh was 
rubbed off my hancU and knuckles by 
the chain of the handcuffs. In places 
the bone was exposed, and, of course 
every tug brought me into forcible 
contact with the spikes and inflicted 
deeper wounds. The cord, though 
strong, eventually and unexpectedly 
gave way. The soldier who was pull 
ing at the other end was clumsily un 
horsed, and I was myself all bu 
thrown by the unexpected jerk. 


"I was then bustled to the execution 


ground. 
On the ground was a long 


log of wood shaped like a prism. Upon 
the sharp edge o! tnis I was made to 
stand, and several men held me oy 
the body while four or five others, 
using their combined strength, stretch- 
ed my legs as wide apart as they could 
go. Fixed in this painful position, the 
brutes securely tied me by my feet to 
the log nt wood with cords -of-yftt- 
hair. Several men were made to pull 
these cords, and they were so tight 


he left one especially, were being dea- 
ccated and my nose scorched. 


"This ceased and I was enabled to 


open my eyes. The spectacle before 
me was overwhelming. By the "Pom- 
w's" i«nt stood in a row tat- most vil- 
ainocs brutes I have ever set eyes 
upon. One, a powerful,* repulsive indi- 
vidual, held in his hanc u great knob- 
bed mallet, used for fracturing bones; 
another carried a bow and arrows; a 
bird held a big two-handed sword, 
while others made a display of various 
ghastly instruments of tor'.ure. The 
crowd, thirsting for my blood, formed 
up in a semicircle, leaving room for 
me to see the parade of the torture im- 
plements that awaittj me, and. as my 
eyes roamed' from one figure to an- 
other, the several Lamas shook their 
various implements to show that they 
were preparing for action." 


The culmination of the tortures was 


to have been beheadment by a naked 
sword, but a curious circumstance en- 
abled him to escape with his life and 
those of his followers. The reason was 
because after they had stretched Mr. 
Landor and Man aing on a rack with 
their feet tied to a leg and their hands 
to a post high in the air, and allowed 
them to remain there for twenty-four 
hours, it was discovered in examining 
his hands that the web between the 
fingers was quite high. "He who pos- 
sesses such fingers has, according to 
the Thibetans," says Mr. Landor, "a 
charmed life, and no matter how much 
one tries, no harm can be done to him. 
Apart from the question whether there 
was much charm or flat in my life in 
Thibet, there is no doubt that this trif- 
ling superstition did much 
towards 


hastening the 'Pombo's' decision as to 
what was to bo our fate."

Strange to say, they 
do not believe that God is In the soul 
at the birth of the human infant, but 
that the child Is born soulless matter, 
the soul entering tiie body between the 
sixth and fifteenth year, and that the 
soul is a faithful image ot God. They 
have strangely modified the idea ot the 
rtr'nity and proclaim that in the mem-

so apt to think that late hours, mid- 
night suppers, irregular habits, change 
of water and lack of home comforts 
add aails to their coffins and make 
them old before their time.
